The Final Report ou the Survey and Settlement Operations in the district of Bankura, 


Letter No. XXV-4—753, dated the 17th November 1926, from the Director of Land 
Recofls and Surveys, Bengal, submitting the report, 


Bankura is one of the poorest and most backward districts in the 
province. A distinctive feature of the population is the preponderance of 
the Sonthals and other aboriginal tribes in the western part of the district. 
Physically also this tract has a distinctive character showing the beginning

view to protect these pri v ouste n 
lands. ‘The Bengal Y nae 18 (Act II of 9 
imposes restrictions on the alienation of.land by the Sonthals and. Bhumijes, 
but the Act in question was passed too late to save a large proportion of t si 
aborigines whose lands had already passed into the hands of pe 
.  Mahajans. Even in the subsequent period it has hardly had the effects ant 
cipated from it, partly beeause it was not accompanied by the other reforms 
advocated in Mr. MeAlpin’s report which led to the passing of the Act, vi 
the establishment of grain golds to lend rice instead of inoney to the Sonthals 
and the regular appointment of Sonthal-knowing officials. The story is»a 
tragic one, but the report of Mr. F. W. Robertson, 1.0.8. the Settlement 
Officer, shows thatthe ruin of the Sonthals is mainly due to the fact that 
owing to their illiteracy, improvidence and simplicity they can never cope 
with their more intelligent and shrewd neighbours with a higher standard 
of culture and literacy. ‘Those wlio lost their lands either migrated to other 
districts or were reduced to the status of bhagidars and under-raiyats. 


a 2. Whe area of the district is 2,647 square miles of which about one- 
fifth is covered by jungle. ‘The population according to the Census of 1921 

is 10,19,941 or 885 souls per square mile against the total of 11,838,670 or 434 

* souls per square mile according to the Census of 1911. This alarming 
decrease of 10 per cent. of the population in course of a decade has been 
attributed partly to the influenza epidemic of 1918-19 which caused unpre- 
cedented loss of life, but mainly to malaria. ‘The ravages of this disease 
are certainly increased by the extremely insanitary condition of the villages 
and the Governor in Council trusts that with the introduction of the Rural 
Public Health Organi scheme it will be possible to effect an appreciable 
improvement in this direction. * 





3. Of the total population, 8,05.170 souls or 79 per cent. depend upon 
the land, 67 per cent. being actual cultivators and their dependants. But of 
the total area of the district only 47 per cent. is culturable, and even this 
moiety suffers so much from drought and unequal distribution of rainfall that 
a partial or total failure of crops occurs every third or fourth year. Even in 
a normal year, the Settlement Officer calculates that the total yield of 
paddy is barely sufficient to provide 84 per cent. of the population 
with two meals a day. The improvement of the economic position of the 
district seems to depend on the reatlorestation of the bigher plains and the 
provision of ample irrigation facilities for the remainder. Both subjects have 
been receiving the anxious consideration of the departments conéerned, and 
also of various local associations. Since the settlement operations were 
completed many co-operative credit societies have been formed for the 
excavation and maintenance of irrigation tanks and wells. ‘The Irrigation 
Department of Government have just opened a new division at Bankura. 
with a wholetime Executive Engineer. The Governor in Council hopes that 
dhe joint and concerted endeavours of these two progressive departments.

The character of weather during the season has been generally 


unfavourable for the cultivation an growth of the ah The weather 


after the issue of the preliminary forecast improved sli ‘htly in the Surma 
Valley and the districts of Darrang and Sibsagar while in ie and 
Garo Hills it became worse. The crop suffered to some extent from hea’ 
rains in places, Some damage has been done to the crop by floods in al 
districts and also by insects in Goalpara, Kamrup, Darrang and Nowgong. 

‘The total area under jute as estimated by the District Officers is 
168,000 acres against 186,000 acres cored of last year and 177,900 acres 
shown in the geome forecast of this year. The decrease as compared 
with the final figures for last year is in the districts of Cachar, Sylhet, 
Goalpara and Darrang and is due to the fall in price of jute during last 
year and the unfavourable weather at sowing time. The decrease as 
compared with the preliminary forecast is only in the district of Goalpara 
due to the revision of area by the Deputy Commissioner. The figures 
shown in the preliminary forecast have been raised in three districts and 
reduced in one only. 

The average outturn of jute fibre per acre has been estimated to be 
78 per cent. of the normal against 85 per cent. of last year. Taking 
3:5 bales (of 400 Ibs.) as the normal yield per acre the total outturn of the 
province comes to 458,300 bales against 599,000 bales in 1926 (now revised), 
or a decrease of about 24 per cent.

Final Forecast of the Jute Crop of Bihar and Orissa, 1927. 


[NOTE.—On an average of the five years ending 1925-26, the area under jute, to which the Bihar and 
Orissa forecast relates, represents about 9.0 per cent. of the total area under jute in British 
India.) 


Acreage.—The final district returns of the seven jute growing districts 
of the province show an area under jute of 193,200 acres, as against the 
finally revised figure of 297,000 acres last year. But these estimates have 
proved to be very much too low in recent years and I have reason to believe 
that the area sown in the current year will be approximately 241,000 acres. 
‘There has been a noticeable decrease in area in Purnea district due to 
the fact that the crop fetched a very low price last year. 


Weather conditions.—In March light rain fell in all the jute districts, 
the fall being above the normal everywhere except in Cuttack and Balasore. 
In April light to moderate rain fell in Balasore and scanty showers in 
other jute districts. In May rain fell in all districts; the fall was above 
the normal in Champaran and Purnea only. In June moderate rain fell 
in all the districts. In July rain fell in all the districts, but the fall was 
below the normal in Champaran, Purnea and the Santal Parganas. In 
August rain fell in all the districts, the fall was above the normal in 
Santal Parganas, Cuttack and Balasore but much below normal in Purnea 
and other jute districts. In Purnea Sadar, the growth of the crop was 
retarded for want of sufficient rain. Floods have done some damage to 
the crop in Cuttack and Balasore. 


Outturn.—In the important jute districts of Purnea and Cuttack, the 
outturn of the crop has been estimated as 70 and 84 per cent. of normal 
respectively. Champaran reports a normal crop, i.¢., 100 per cent. Bhagal- 
pur and Santal Parganas report 93 and 90 per cent., respectively, and 
Muzaffarpur and Balasore report 60 and 40 per cent., respectively.

Licensing Boards, with a non-official 
majority on each, on the same lines as 
in Calcutta. These Boards were em- 
powered to decide the number of licenses 
and the location of shops for the retail 
sale of intoxicating liquors, hemp drugs 
and opium (Government Notifications 
Nos. 422Ex. and 423Ex., dated the 21st 
January 1927).
